Ts is not too much to sayuthat 
the bulk of the Chinese working 
class population of this eity is ‘at 
the momént in a state of marked 
anxiety, due to’ the rebuilding 
campaign which is keeping local 
contractors and architects so 
busy. Thousands have received 
notice to yuit because now land- 
lords wish to pull down occupied 


: property. Others are fearing the 


same fate. Yesterday we were 
able to show that” some seven 
thousand people will be affected 
as a result of permission which 
hag been granted for the pulling 
down of houses during the month 
of May alone. The total. number 
involved, say during the ‘past six 
months, must be immeasurably 
gréater still, Then we have to 
bear in mind those who withia 
the near future, unless the law is 
altered, will likewise have to quit 
their’ present homes. And the 
point always to be kept in roind 
ia that all these people must ba 
accommodated somewhere, 


To-day, the Bill to amend the 
Rents Ordinance comes before 
the Legislative Council. The 
first readiag will not provide any 
opportunity for the insertion of 
additional amendments to thosa 
already proposed, but we'do hope 
that on the second Teading some 
step willbe taken to avert what 
may soon develop into a most 
acute crisie for the - working- 
clasa people of the Colony. The 
circumstances call for action of 
some kind. ‘We cannot let the 
present profiteering, speculative 
activities goon unhindered, irre- 
apective of the final results 
thereof, ‘This, as'wo have before 
said,-is a matter which ought 
to. be bandied on, business-like, 
systematic lines. It is’ the 


sheerest folly to permit thewhole-, 


sale dispossession of tenants 
without first ascertsining by de- 


finite statistics that there is 
adequate alternative accommod- 
ation to ba obtained elsewhere. 
A problem of this magnitude 
cannot be disposed of merely by 
declariog, in @ general kind of 
way, that there are new houses 
‘across the harbour, or by urging 
workers to go into the country,

all to the benefit of the Colony 
that meny of our old, dilapidated 
houses -should be | demolished.

Indications continue to ba 
favourable to definite Irish peace 
before long. Mr. De Valera’s 
latest order to the Irish 
Republican army, to cease fire 
and dump arms, probably marks 
the end of the worst phase in the 
struggle batween the Free State 
Government and the extremists. 
Asfor the moving spirit of the 
rebellion, De Valera, itis a matter 
for speculation whether he will be 
permitted to assist io the final 
settlement or be excluded—as a 
deportee or refugee from Ireland. 


" When ho escaped “by the skin of 


his teeth” in the engagement with 
the. Government forces which 
resulted in the death of Liam 
Lynch, there was much comment 
on the apparent ease with which 
the Irish-Mexican has been able 
to evade capture. From all 
accounts, there. is more than a 
suspicion that the authorities 
have deliberately failed. to make 
him «a prisoner, for their own 
purposes.

Harbour Ferries, 


.The’, report signed by Sir 
Maurice Puzmaurice on Hong- 
kong harbour development coa- 
cluded with the words: “We 
consider the cross traffic between 
«dongkong and Kowloon is grow- 
ing sufficiently to warrant the 
provision by the Government of & 
good vehicular and passenger 
ferry sérvice.” There was some 
talk a few months ago about the 
institution by the Government of) 
a ferry service across the harbour, 
but apparently it was merely a 
tentalive suggestion. The pro- 
vision of further facilities cannot, 
however, be much longer delayed. 
The praesent service of the Star 
Ferry Co. is admirable, but 
serves: only a restricted area. 
Even then it is usually crowded, 
showing the great demand for 
transport across the water. In 
addition there are motor-boats 
plying a brisk . trade’ between 
points onthe mainland and Hong- 
kong. A few other ferry services 
also operate to-points like Huag- 
hom and Kowloon City. What 
Hongkong really requires, how- 
ever, is a service of fast ferry boats, 
double-deckers capable of carry- 
ing at least two bundred persons 
at a time, ruoning between the 
island and various points of Kow- 
Joon Peninsula, for ‘the special 
purpose of bringing across workers 
who are compelled to leave the 
city uader prevailing housing (or 
rather non-housing) conditions 
and live out ia the country. This 
would go far. towards removing 
some of the causes for complaint 
by oyr ‘working classes, and 
others, besides helping ta develop 
the mainiand as it should be 
daveloped. .
